The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered In the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Coloration Commission. This action was 
taken pursuant to a* act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of ’'Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. Thi. article further pointed out that 
Rockwell's party is pre«ently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George L\n C oln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 19*3, a source advised that the ANP- 
WUPENS was organized by Geoag* Lincoln Rockwell at his resi¬ 
dence In Arlington, Virginia on February 26, 1959 as an 
International "National Sociallet" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Alois Hitler. He added that 
Rockwell is the dominant force ani personality in this party; 
that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews 
and Negrose; and that he is seecing, through speeches, 
distribution of literature, and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries.

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN 
name throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating under the FAN name In Baltimore, Maryland. He said 
the FAN group In Baltimore is now, and always has been, a 
separate organization and not a part of the ANP. 

On October 3, 1963, RICHARD BERRY NORTON, the 
admitted former director of the FAN group in Baltimore, 
Maryland, advised that the Baltimore FAN, which was orga¬ 
nized in the spring of 1961, has no official connection with 
the ANP although until December, 1962, it received all its 
literature from George Lincoln Rockwell's ANP. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual", an

A source has advised on August 2, 1963, that the 
American Nazi Party, Los Angeles, California (ANPLA), which 
branch has also been known as the American Nazi Party, Western 
Division (ANPWD), came into existence as follows: 

In October, I960, LEONARD HOLSTEIN was made a member 
of the American Nazi Party (ANP) by the national headquarters 
of that group as a result of his leading a picket line pro¬ 
testing the marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian. At that time 
HOLSTEIN told the Los Angeles Police Department he was in 
complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he, HOLSTEIN, is trying to wake 
up the people to what Is going on; that the Jewish-owned press 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 

On March 7, 1962, GEOROE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders in Los Angeles. 

At a press conference on May 2, 1963, la Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he is a lieutenant in the 
ANP and the ninth-ranking officer of the organization. He stated 
he arrived in Los Angeles May 1, 1963, to take charge of the 
party's headquarters in the Los Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived In Los Angeles on 
May 6, 1963, and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963, where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted a3 stating local headquarters were to 
be established in California.
